If you receive
one or more firm offers to
buy from people who are
ready, willing and able to
buy your house and lot for
four times Watson's assessed
valuation, and receive such
offer or offers promptly, you
will know that Watson prob-
ably under -appraised your
house and lot. This is by no
means infallible but it is
worth thinking about,
